MEAT IN HOT WEATHER, 


A Few Simple Precautions for tho 
Housewife Who Does Not Want Her 
Supplies to Spofl—Condition of Re- 
frigorator Important. 


A few simple precautions will sid 
the housewifo in keeping meat untaint- 
ri in hot weather, It Ja, of course, 
enamon knowledge that the higher the 
temperature, the quicker meat will 
spoil, but the family’s supplies are not 
absolutely at the merey of the ther- 
wometer, Icotand cleanliness are two 
great weapons of defense, 

For many fantilies a refrigerator ja 
obviously ont of the question, but it 
js porhaps better to have no refriger- 
tor at i than a neglected one. Mere- 
jy to wash ib ont ocensianally does lit- 
th: good; it should bo thoroughly scald- 
ed at frequent intervals, in particular 
tha drain. This, if overlooked, is apt 
to harbor fungdus growths, which may 
spread to tho food. On ona o¢easion a 
man applied to the department becansa 
he had found that a joint of beef plac- 
wl in lids refrigerator had turned a 
pecoliar bright red. Upon examination 
it waa ascertained that the meat was 
oocred with a peculiar fungous growth 
tine cntirely to tho condition of the re- 
frigerator. Growths of this kind do 
nut always advertise themselves so 
prominently and there may be much 
cit in an ice box that the oye can not 
ne tout, 

If the refrigerator drain is not tho- 
roughly eleaned, moreover, it is likely 
to become choked, tho water is not 
carried off quickly enough and. little 
pools are left standing in the interior, 
Dampness is one of the conditions moat 
favorable to bacterial growth, An ico 
hox in this state will nob protect food 
ling. It is, in fact, a wise precaution 
teu wipe the interior of a refrigerator 
every day with a dry cloth.

Ono might wish 
thatYevery kitchen could have the sign 
found in some wellemanaged food face 
torieg— When you leaye the room for 
any purpose, wash your hands before 
you return to worlk,?? 

‘*Germs*' which grow in foods and 
equse illness grow very rapidly, par- 
ticularly if the food is a little warm, 
sani are not destroyed unless the food 
is well cooked before serving. Simply 
‘warming up’? is not enough, as was 
found in 2 case of iliness recently re- 
ported after eating some warmed-up 
creamed vegetable, Certain kindy of 
fool—creamed chicken, or custard, or 
warm vegetables, for example—are ox- 
cellent culture mediuma for bacteria 
which may have been. introduced into 
them by accident, For thié reason it 
fig 2 safe rule to have as short a time as 
posgille intervene between the prop- 
funtion of food and its consumption, 
Broth ig another excellent medium and 
in consequence should be drained off 
it it is intended to keep the meat for 
any length of time before serving, If 
the broth is used also it should be boil- 
ed thoroughly first. All food, cooked 
or uncooked, should he kept in a elean, 
coo] place in order to reduce the dan- 
ger of infection to a minimum, 

When meat must for any reason be 
kept for unusually Jong periods of 
time or when the conditions are unusn 
ally unfavorable sealding may be re 
sorted to advantageously. Dropping the 
meat into boiling water for a few min 
tites will not seriously affect its flavor 
when it ultimately appears upon the 
table, and it will put it in a much bet- 
ter condition for keeping. It is im- 
portant, however, that it be dipped in 
a Jarge body of boiling water, If on- 
ly a small amount of water is used, the 
introduction of the meat will lower the 
teniperature to such an extent that the 
whole proceas becomes worthless. 
With such meats as veal or pork, which 
are always—or ought to be—thorough- | 
ly done, the preeaution ean be carried 
further and the joints partially cooked 
before being stored away. Care should ‘ 
bo taken, however, to sve that the ro ie 
cooking is thoroughly done,

of powdered hellebore, Government. ox- 
periments have shown that .the helle- 
bore is ontirely decomposed in the 
course of the fermentation of the ma 
nure, and that even in exeessive quan- 
tities it docs no harm except to the 
larvae it is intended to destroy, Chick- 
dng picking in manurd treated with ft 
suffer no ill eleets. 

One-half pound of powdered helle- 
bore mixed with 10 gallons of water is 
sufficient to kill the larvac in 8 bushels, 
or 10 cubic feet, of mannra, The mix- 
ture ghonld be sprinkled carefally over 
the pile, dspecdal attention being pait 
ta the outer edges, In moat places helle 
boro is obtainable in 100-poond lots at 
a cost of 11 conta a pound. This makes 
the cost of the treatment a little loss 
than seven-tenths of a cont per bushel 
of manure, A liberal estimate of the 
output of manure is 2 bushela a day 
per horse. The money involved Js there 
fora trifling in eomparison with the 
bonefity to the individual and the eom- 
munity front lie practical elimination 
of tho disensé spreading fly. 

Although fresh manure ia the favor 
ite breeding spot, flics lay thelr egga in 
other places na well, such outhouses, 
refuse piles, ete. In these places, frony 
which no mannre is taken to spread on 
tho ficlds, considdrablo saving may bo 
affectod through the substitution of bo- 
tax far powdered hellebore, Applied 
at the rato of 0.02 pounds per § bushels 
of manure, borax is as effective as pov: 
dered haleboro in killing the larvae 
but coats legs than half a cent for exch 
bushel of manure treated. Jn larger 
quantities, however, or whon tha ma: 
nure itself is spread at a. greater rite 
than 16 tons to the aerd, some damage 
to crops many result, Large quantities 
of manure are often used by markot 
gardeners and others, and there is al- 
ways danger of carelosancas in apply
